VARIETIES OF MARBLE.

Whore the Different Kinds Are Found and
Thelr Helative Valoe,

Tho seloetion of marble for o mono-
mont I8 altogethor o motter of taste.
Tho fluest statunry marbles are found
in Italy and Grecoe, but aro very expen-
sive, ounting from §10 to §20 per cubio
foot, In tho United States good stutuary
worblo has for sevoral yon's been guar-
riedl ot West Rutland, Vi, where n
layer from throe to four feot thick is in.
terstratifiod with 40 or 50 feet of elond-
ol mwarblo.  Thoe finest of statosry mor-
ble is found at Pittsford, Vi, whoro
thero 18 n bod 20 feet thick, from which
blocks have been taken capable of tak-
fug o veory fino finish, This marble belt
oxtends north and south of Rutland
county, through Vermont nnd Masss-
chusotts, but in loses in quality in both
dirootions. Toward thoe north 16 is finer
and horder, but less sonnd, and toward
the south it becomes coarser.  Another
bolt of whitomarble extends aloug tho
flanks of the Alloghanies, through a
part of Massachusotts, through Now
York and Mnaryland and into Virginia
boyond the Potomao river, Itisquarried
atb varions plaoes in Westohester coun-
ty, N. Y., aud at Baltimore., At Ca-
nnnn, Conn,, ‘and at Loe, Mnss., and
othor places in New England, good
building marblo is quarried. Mnrblo
from Leoo waos used for the extension of
tho capitol at Wnshington, Variegated
marblos ave found in several loonlitics
in the Unitod Statos, A mottled lilae,
ochooolate nud white, known ns Tennes-
seo wmarble, {8 rogardod with favor for
mantels, tables, ote. Anothor of rod,
birown and whito is guarried st Burling-
ton, V., but it {8 rather difficult to
work on neoount of the silion it con.
taius, —Montrenl Star,

RED TAPE IN FRANCE,

While OMelnls Are Tied Up With It the
Eintoe of FPuget Is Minus n Nose,

British red tapeism 18 bad to beat, hut
the rocord just now is with Paris. Vhore
tho front of tho Feolo des Beaux Arts is
adorned with o etotoo of Poget, tha
onoe famous tenor. Four yoors ngo s
passorby maoade the discovery that tho
statue’s nose had como off. Ho ealled
the attention of the policomnn on duty
to tho fact.  Tho policoman roported to
his brigadier, who roported to the oom-
missary of tho gquarter, who reportd to
tho prefeoture of police. Tho profecturs
of polioe decided that the nose b drop:
pod off the statue and had not been
maliclonsly knovked off. Tho mattor
therefore conecerned the prefeature of the
Bolno. It was then Auogust, 1801 In
QOotober n committeo of threo was ny-
polnted to decide which departmuont
had to pnt the noso on again. The com-
mittoa inspeatod the statue In Janunry,
1809, and roported in December that
thoy wero unablo to roport
